ACCOMPANYIMO THE 

ANNUAL MESSAGE OP THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 



Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D. C, November 13, 1876, 

To His Excellency The President of the United States : 

Sir : I li«ave tho honor to inform you that at a meeting of the National 
Academy of Sciences, hekl in October last, the followiug preamble and 
resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

^Vhereas the members of tlic National Academy of Sciences have been 
greatly impressed by the extent, rarity, and richness of the truly na- 
tional collection contained in the Government building at the Centen- 
nial Exhibition, and considering the great importance and lasting inter- 
est with which the peoijle of the United States must regard this collec- 
tion: Therefore, 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the Academy the Government collec- 
tion as a whole shonld be transferred to Washington, and there pre- 
served in an appropriate building for perpetual exhibition. 

Resolved, That the Academy entertains the hope that the President of 
the United States will favor the foregoing proposition; that he will de- 
lay the dispersion of the exhibit from the several Executive Depart- 
ments until Congress has assembled, and that he will recommend to 
that body to provide for the transfer of the Government collection to 
the city of Washington, and for its subsequent permanent support. 

In transmitting these resolutions to your excellency, I beg leave, in 
favor of the proposition, to suggest, first, that the exhibit would form a 
fitting memorial of the centennial condition of the country; second, that 
it would illustrate in a striking manner the appliances used by the Gov- 
ernment in carrying on its various and complex operations; third, that 
it would be a repository in which the natural resources of each State 
would be exhibited ; fourth, that it would give information, in one view, 
of importance to the statesman, legislator, scientist, educator, and the 
capitalist of our own and of foreign countries ; fifth, it would be of inter- 
est to the intelligent public at large, and would meet the approbation of 
all who regard the prosperity of the country and take pride in the con- 
dition of the national capital. 
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In conclusion, it niny not ])(M liaps be improper to nMnark that I do not 
advocate this jiroposition loi- the inir]»oso of cxtciulin^; the power and in- 
fluenceof the Sinitlisoniaii Instil iit ioii. On t he <;()nt rary, 1 think the ex- 
hibit shouhl be nia(b' a ti nly national one, and be iiu mediately under the 
control of the (iovernment.

These consist, in nuany easels, of nearlv the eniiic exhibits of tliccuuu- 
tries referred to, so far as they relate t-i the ie>onices of the respective 
nations, derived from the animal, ve^t tabic, antl mineral km-doms, to- 
gether with many series illustrating the peculiar liabits and character, 
istics of the people, especially of China, Siam, Japan, Australia, and New 
Zealand. Since the close of the exhibition, the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution and the Department of A<riiculture have been busily en- 
gaged, with a lar^e force, in transferring the collections retferred to 
rrom the different buildings of the commission to that belonging to the 
Uovernineiit, and weeks must elapse before this will be finished.

of coals from hundreds of dilBFerent localities. 

Among illustrations of products from the animal industries may be 
mentioned specimens of leathers from all parts of the world, and from 
every imaginable form of animal; wools, graded by their different 
qualities and ap[)1ications and prices ; fars of various species of animals 
of Europe, Asia, and Australia; and preparations of Eussian isinglass, 
glues, and gelatines in immense variety. 

The wes^tb of vegetable material is incalculable ; embracing, as it 
does, the magnificent displays of Brazil, the Argentine Confederation, 
Austriilia, Netherlands, and other oonntries that have excited so much 
attention during the Exhibition. 

Among the individual objects may be enumerated samples of the 
woods of thousands of species of trees, fibers of all kinds, including 
material for ])aper and textile fabrics, objects of the materia medica, 
gums, dye-stntfs, materials for tanning, seeds of every variety of the 
P'ains, luMnj), tiax,('onon, ramie, tobaeeo, colfee, cocoa, &c., many of them 
at present new to the LTnited States, and givin'>' promise of successful 
introduction therein, these having been received, in large part, in quan- 
tity sulhcicnt for distribution, Kussia alone supplying more than two 
hundred bushels of seeds of every best variety of hemp, oats, wheat, 
barley, ^:c. A large amount of material illustrating the habits and 
customs of other nations has also been received. Notably among these 
objects may be mentioned the entire exhibit of the King of Siam and 
that of the commissioners of customs of China. Both of these collec- 
tions present an exhaustive illustration of the mode of life, habits, and 
characteristics of the people. Many important collections of educa- 
tional apparatus and objects have also been presented. The navy 
department of Kussia has furnished samples of cordage, wire rope, 
chain cable, iron forgiugs, &c, 

The various objects thus presented are now being transferred to the 
Government building and turned over to the respective departments to 
which they are most appropriate, and' by which they would naturally 
be exhibited in connection with any systematic display that might be 
authorized by Congress. 

It is proper to state that the utmost eagerness has been manifested 
by the representatives of technical, industrial, and educational institu- 
tions in the United States in gathering objects of the kind in question, 
and that in very <x\vi\t part they were prevented from accomplishing their 
object by the iiitbrnjation that the entire exhibits had been presented to 
the United States, ami that application should be made to its represent- 
atives tor any desiderata. It has been impossible, however, to make any 
selections with this object, as the time of those concerned has been fully 
occupied in i)ackiug aiid removing the collections. It will, however, be 
possible to make up from the duplicate material a considerable number 
of sets of these various substances lor distribution to such establish- 
ments as Congress may direct, whenever the means are furnished for 
the ])urpose. 

I need hardly say that some provision must be made to meet the ex- 
' pense of removing these articles to Washington and of exhibiting them 
there. When, however, it is borne in mind that such a collection as has 
thus been presented to the United States could not be reproduced in a 
long period of years without the expenditure of a large sum of money, 
and that it has been spontaneously offered to the people of the United 
States, it is quite reasonable to hope that Congress will take the steps 
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uecessary to make it available to the country, with all the benefits likely 
to result from the display of a portion of the same, and the distribu- 
tion of its duplicates.

Sir : Tlie act of Congress niakinj? appropriations for tlie naval service 
for the year ending June 30, 1877, and for other pnrposes, approved 
Jnne 3()J87G, diiected the Secretary of the Xavy to organizes naval 
board of five com missioned ofliceis of the Navy, as soon as practicable, 
three of w hom shall be the senior officers of the active-list of the Navy, 
Avhose duty it shall be to examine tully and determine whetber in their 
opinion any of the navy-yards can be dispensed with and abandoned, 
and if so, to report the best manner of making disposition of the same ; 
and further, to inquire as to the i)ropriety of establishing a naval ren- 
dezvous at Tybee Island or at Cockspur Island, in the State of Georgia, 
or at any other point on the coast of Georgia or South Carolina; and 
whether any Government property at said islands can be made availa- 
ble and IS suitable for such purpose and said board shall, through 
the Secretary of the Nua y, report to Congress at the commencement of 
the next session the result of their inquiry.'^

EEPORT OF THE BOARD OP OFFICERS CONVENED BY 
AUTHORITY OF CONGRESS FOR THE EXAMINATION OP 
NAVYYARDS. 

Washington, D. C, December 6, 187C. 

Sir: TVe have the honor to inform you that in ohedience to the act 
of Congress directing ns to examine fnlly and determine whether in our 
opinion any of the navy > ards can be dispensed with and abandoned, 
&c., and in conformity with the order of the Department, dated Sep- 
tember 4, 187G, we have performed the duty intrusted to as, and beg 
leave to report as follows: 

We recommend that the following nary -yards and stations be not 
abandoned or dispensed with : 

Navv-vard at Kitteiv, ]\Ie. 
Navy-yard at Boston, Mass. 
Navy-yard at Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Navy -yard at League iHland, Pa. 
Navy-yard at Washington, D. C. 
Navy-yard atKorfolk, Va. 
Navy-yard at Pensacola, Fla. 
Navy-yard at Mare Island, Cal. 
Naval station at Key West, Fla. 
Naval station at Sacket's Harbor, N. Y. 

We further recommend that the following places be abandoned and 
dispensed with : 

Navy-yard at New London, Conn. 
Naval ground at New Orleans, La. 
Naval property at Brunswick, Ga. 

Aceorapanyiug this report you will find inimites of tlie proceedings of 
the board, containing their reasons for coming to the above couclusioiis, 
together with such information as they were able to collect. 

The board have visited in a public vessel the harbors of Port Royal, 
S. C, Savannah, Ga., and Brunswick, Ga., and the coast of South 
Carolina and Georgia, which it was necessary to do to enable them to 
form a correct judgment in regard to the several positions, as to their 
capabilities lor naval stations. 

The board see no propriety at this moment in recommending any per- 
manent naval station at either of these points. Cockspur and Tybee 
Islands are not at all suited for such a purpose ; at Brunswick, Ga., 
the ^rrouiid at present belonging to the United States Government is 
Avlif)lly unsuitable for a navy-yard, owing to its being mostly marsh, its 
(lillicult approaelies, narrow channel, and the distance from shore of the 
neeessaiy depth ol' water. 

The baibor of l*ort lloyal, S. C, and its triburaries, present ^^reat 
advantij^es, jukI offer the necessary depth of water and facilities for 
enterin<r the port witliout risk to vessels of war. Port Koyal J5ay is a 
noble sheet of water, undoubtedly the finest harbor on our southern 
coast. The wonder is that the place was so little known or appreciated 
prior to 18G1. 

There are several favorable sites for a naval station at Port Koyal, 
all of which wmt be carefully studied and compared before the best one 
can be determined. In the mean time the board recommend that Port 
JJoyal be used as a temporary fitting and coaling station for vessels 
stationed in the West Indies. 

This ^)oold be «stabtiab6d at no great outlay, by keeping here a few 
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old ships, on board which temporary machinery could be erected for the 
repair of vesseKs, engines, and boilers — a store-ship is at present sta- 
tioned there — a depot for coal on shore or in hulks, and a hospital and 
ordnance-ship, all of which coald be removed at a moment's notice, if 
the Government did not deem it expedient to continae to occupy this 
place as a naval station.

And the Secretary of 
tlie Navy is IktcUv (Hicc-tcil to ol•'^'l!)i/.o a naval boanl of five conimissioned officers in the 
Navy, as soon as pravficahlc, thri'e of whom shall be the senior officers on the active list ot 
the Navy, whose duty it shall lie to examine fully and determiae whether, iu their opinion, 
any of ttie navy -yards can be dispensed with and abandoned; and, if so, to report the best 
manner of making- disposition of the same, and further to inquire as to the propriety of es- 
tablishinrr a naval rcn-b'/vdus at Tyboo Island or at Cockspur island, in tiie State of Georgia, 
or at any otlier point on tlie coast of Georgia or South Caroliua, and whether any Govern- 
ment property at said islands can be made available and are suitoble for such purpose, and 
said board shall, through the Secretary of the Navy, report to Cont^ress, at the commence- 
ment ot the next session, the result ot their inquiry, and the sum of $2,000 is hereby appro- 
jiriated to meet the expenses incurred by said board. •

('onstnictoi' dolm W. Easby, will report to you ou the Ud October next 
at any j)oint desi-j^nated by yon, an(l yon will proceed to tbe execution 
of tbe duty as I'CMpiired above, and re])ort witli as little delay as may be 
necessary to make examinations and discuss tbe subjects proposed. 

You will inform tbe Department wliere tbe members of tbe board will 
report to you on the 2d of October next, or as soon thereafter as 
may be conveuient to you.

The subject of the comparative importance was discussed. Admiral 
Rowan proposed that the navy -yards should be taken up in order, com- 
mencing with that at Kittery, Me.

The subject of the Kittery uavy-yard was taken up, and, after a full 
discussion, the board agreed that the uavy yard should not be dis- 
pensed with or abandoned — 

First. On account of its value to the Government as a building and 
equipping station. 

Secuiitl. Because it is in a harbor where the water is open in the 
coldest weather and the port is at ail times and seasons accessible. 

Third. As a refuge for vessels coming from a sickly station with an 
epidemic on board tliere is no other liarbor where so many facilities are 
])resented, or w liore the inhabitants have made so little objection to our 
infected shi])S occupying;' the outer liail)()r. 

Fonrth. There is a lar<ie ])()pnlati()n in and around roi tsmontl), N. II., 
and Kittery, i\Ie., who have ])asst'd tlieir lives in ship-builditig, and tln^ 
naval mecliauics iu that vicinity are esteemed amoug the best iu our 
country. 

While the board are decidedly opposr.d to abandoninj;^ the Kittery 
yard, it seeais to them tliat some expression of opinion on their part 
should be recorded in regard to what should be done with the yard in 
case work there is temporarily suspended. They recommend t hat the 
yard should have a sufficient force of officers and employes kei)t ou 
duty to maintain it in the most efficient condition and ready for any 
emergency. Adjourned. 



AVasiiington, D. C, October 5, 1S7(*. 

The board met at 2 ]>. m. All the members present. 

The subject of the lioston navy-yard was considered, and, after a full 
discussion, it was unanimously resolved that the navy-yanl at Boston, 
Mass., cannot be dispensed with or abandoned, for the following rea- 
sons : 

First. On account of its great pecuniary value, having cost the (lov- 
ernment, up to the present time, for buildings, docks, wharves, ma- 
chinery, grading, &c., 87,051,782.10, not one-fourth part of which sum 
would be realized if the yard was sold or abandoned. 

Second. Boston is one of the most eligible positions for a naval sta- 
tion on the northeastern coast, giving easy access to our ships in time of 
war, and capable of affording tliem and the naval station protection by 
the military and natural defenses of the harbor. 

Third. The navy -yard is in a large city, which enables the Govern- 
ment to collect a suitable force of skilled workmen at short nc^iee in • 
case of emergency. 

Fourth. Boston yard contains the only rope- walk for making the iron 
and hemp cordage used iu the Navy. This has been establisbetl at 
great cost, and could not be dispensed with. 

Fifth. The workshops, machinery, and buildings in the Boston 
yard are of the best character, and are the fruit of the patient labor of 
years. Instead of diminishing the importance of this station, its faciii- 
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ties for doing work should be innroased ; for, although a good establish- 
ment, it can scarcely be considered a first-class yard or to have within 
its borders all the rcMinirements for fitting out fleets in time of war. The 
board recommend that if, throiigli any unforeseen eirciiinstance, the gen- 
eral work at this yaid he. temporarily suspended, the rope-walk should 
be kept in o])erati()n and a re(piisite number of men employed to make 
the necessary rope for the Navy, and that a siiOicJent force of olTicers 
and employes he kept atta(;lied to tho station to guard the Government 
])r()i)ert.v and ])re>erve Irom injury the valuable machinery with which 
the yard is supplied. The i)oar(i rc comfuend that under no circuin- 
siatices shall work be entirely suspended at tliis navy-yard. 

The subject of the naval station at New London, Conn., was then 
considered, and, after some discussion, the board adjourned. 



WASHTNaroN, D. C, October 6, 1876. 

The board met at li p. m. All the members present. 

1 1 was ( lecidedtbat before taking further action on thesubjectoftbeNew 
London station tiie board should visit the place and personally examine it, 
several of the members never having been there. The subject of the Brook- 
lyn, N. v., navy yard was then considered and, after a lengthy discussion, 
the board unanimously decided that under no circanistauces should the 
navy-yard at Bn)oklyn, N. Y., or any part thereof, be dispensed with 
or abandoned. In the judgment of the board, this is the most impor- 
tant navy-yard in the country, as regards geographical position, accessi- 
bility, facilities for performing work and for procuring at short notice 
any amount of skilled labor, opportunities for purchasing stores and 
material in the market of the commercial metropolis, the means for 
docking ships which exist along the water-front of East Eiver, and the 
proximity to the machine shops of New York in case of an emergency. 

Severa'l attempts have been made to transfer the Brooklyn yard Irom 
the position it has occupied for nearly three-quarters of a century, but 
every board that has had this mntter under consideration has come to 
the conclusion that no other site allbrds the tacilities of the i)resent one. 
The Brooklyn yard has attained its i)resent importance in si)ite of many 
obstacles, notliing like the amount of money necessary to make it thor- 
oughly etlicient having been appropriated from year to year for general 
improvenu'nr, nor have the i)ublic buildings been extended in accordauce 
with the re(piirements of the service, nor have the low grounds which 
form a part of the public domaiii been reclaimed and utilized. 

During our civil war a very large afnount of work was accomplished 
at this yard. Since that time'facilities have been considerably increased 
and adilitioiflil buildings have been erected. Yet, although the necessi- 
ties of the yard have from time to time been laid before Congress by 
several Secretaries ot the Navy with an earnestness that should have 
insured success, their representations have been unheeded. 

The present site of the Brooklyn yard was procured about the year 
1808 at a reasonable cost, but since that time the land has become so 
valuable that the city authorities of Brooklyn have endeavored to 
obtaiu a cession of the property to that municipality, which would be 
greatly to the detriment of the Government, as the parties who have 
the matter in charge desire to obtaiu the land free of expense, or tor a 
sum greatly below its value. There is a i)ortion of the land between 
the naval hospital and the navy yard proper at present unoccupied, 
which is rapidly being graded, without expense to the Government, by 
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tlie debris from tlie city of r>rooklyn. Tin's tnict flu> citizens nro very / 
anxious the GovernnKMit sliould nlioniUo, l)nt upon it have already beeu 
desi^niated sites for bnildin<is and docivs. tlio neecssitN' tor \\ liicli was so 
ajiparent during; the eivil war, when the yard was crowded with ves- 
sels, and it eiiibraers a most ini])ortant j)art of the water front and 
channel, wliicli would be made useless lor iJiival purposes if occupied aC 
all by private i)arties. 

However important the possession of this land by tlie city of Jirook- 
lyn may be to its interests, its iiiii)ortan('c to the rnite(l States is much 
greater, and the necessities ol the latter should be paramount to all 
otber considerations. Every loot of land now owned by the (loverii- 
ment in Brooklyn will be needed for naval [)urposes, and to alienate 
even temporarily any portioh would interfere witii proposed improve- 
ments for a term of years, at the end of which time the Government 
would find it difficult, if not impossible, to recover possession of its own. 

Already good privileges have been granted the city by allowing a 
street for rail travel to be laid out through the navy-yard grounds, thus 
separating the yard proper from the hospital, and the board is of opin- 
ion that no further indulgence should be granted by the Government in 
this direction. 

]^ear the navy-yard is a considerable tract, known as Cob Dock," 
Avbich was reclaimed from a mud Hat, originally existing on the ed^e of 
Wallabont Channel. This land has been ^;Tadually formed l)y mud taken 
from East lliver at little expense to the (lovernment, but the tract is too 
im])ortant a ])osition to be left in its present condition. It is j)roposed 
to make in the center of it a lai'^e basin for ships, at a cost of less than 
half a million, and this seems, in the oj)iiiioii of the board, to be a neces- 
sity for the ])reservation of tiie ( iovei nineut \-essels. I'he \Vallabout 
(Jhann(d is nari'ow and atfords no facilities for laying' uj) numi)ers of 
ships of war. It is mu(!h obsti ucted when there is an unusual number 
ot vessels at the yaid. The board are of opinion that money should bo 
liberally appropriatcMl and Judiciously exj)ended on the "Cob l)o(!k,"on 
theiiavy yard proper, and m reclaijuin;;- tlie adjacent land so as to utilize 
it without delay. Thus, in a few veins, we would have in IJrooUlyn a 
complete naval dock-yard. Up to the present time the Brooklyn yard 
has cost approximately $11,201,430.42, and we mi^ht work in vain lor 
the same number of years to accumulate the same facilities in a yard 
placed elsewhere. Its great importance as one of the defenses of New 
York, its inaccessibility to an enemy, the facilities for' supplying it with 
coal, iron, and material of all kinds, its proximity to the labor and work- 
shops of the great metropolis, have established its undoubted superiority 
over all other navy-yards in the United States. Knowing the great 
advantages possessed by the Brooklyn yard, the board hope that Congress 
will duly appreciate them and grant from time to time the appropriations 
necessary to make it pertcct in every respect. 

After an arran^^ement to meet at Kew London, Conn., ou the lOlh 
instant, the board adjourned. 



Washington, D. C, October 30, 187C. 

The board met at 2 p. m. All the members present. 
^ Ilavin^,^ made a careful examination of the site of the naval station at 
Kew London, Conn., the board see no sufli(nent reason for retainin<j;" it; 
on the conti ary, it is their opinion that it would be greatly to the advan- 
tage of the United States to dispense with and abandon'it. 
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"First. Dccansc tlic site of the station is not at present secure a^'ainst 
the heavy ordnance of the ])eriod, and the defenses of the city of New 
Lon(h>n, Toiin., (M)uhl oiler little opposition to a tleet of iron clads. The 
])()liey of to-day in sele(;tiiij^ a naval station should be to place it beyond 
the reach of an eiieni>'s tleet, whereas the station at New London is less 
than six iniles from the month of ihe harboi', and an enemy's iron-clads 
could lie olV the town and destroy the yard even were tbey prevented* 
from as:*cn(lin;4 hi;;her by obstructions placed in the channel. Besides, 
a yard in such a position would invite an attack upon the town of New: 
London, wlu re iiroperty much exceeding in value any naval station 
established there would be sacrificed. No objections can be raised to 
dispensing with or abandoning this place on the ground that the Govern- 
ment has made any considerable outlay here, for up to the preseqt moment 
the total expenditure has been but $90,000. 

Second. It would cost a large amount of money to establish a navy- 
yard at New London, an expenditure that could not be justitied when 
ic is considered that our most important naval establishment, that at 
Brooklyn, N. Y., is only a few hours' sail, and there are two yards to the 
east of it. Halt' the amount that would be required to make ii navy- 
yard at New London, if laid out in i)erfecting the yard at New York, 
would be far more advantageous to the Navy, and would confer upon 
our principal yard advantages which it sadly needs, and wanting' which 
it cannot be considered a thoroughly eflicient establishment. The site 
at New London is* a nnle in lenj^th with a breadth of only about two 
hundred yards, and it would require this width to be increased toward 
the channel about one hundred yards to ;;ive water enough for large 
sliips to lie at the dock. To level the land and make the grade suita- 
ble for buildings, docks, slii)s, »K:c., and erecting a sea-wall would require 
no more than the ordinary expense, Judging by the cost of the amount 
of work that has so far been performed, although high hills would have 
to be leveled to make the yard what it should l)e. 

( )ne o f the reasons advanced for i)lacing a navy-yard at New London 
was the advantage of having iron-(;lads lying in fresh water, whQre their 
bottoms would not become toul. This advantage does not exist at the 
])oint in question, lor the bottoms and propellers of the vessels there 
are thickly in(;rusted with a mixture of barnacles and grass which can 
only be removed at great expense after docking the vessels. Salt water 
from Long Island Sound flows into the harbor of New Loudon every 
flood-tide, and the fresh water of tbe river becomes salt at tins point. 

Third. Although there is sufficient depth from the mouth of the har- 
bor to the navy yard, yet there is not room enough for a vessel lying at 
anchor off the yard to swing, and difficulty might be experienced even 
in turning a long vessel on her center. 

Fourth. There are no dry-docks or lifting-docks, except such as are 
suited for very small vessels, and to meet the demands lor docking Lrov- 
ernment ships, very extensive works would have to be established. 

Fifth. There is no certaintv that the channel at the navy-yard would 
not till up in the course of a few years, after the necessary extension ot 
the grounds into the river channel, which is, on an average, about two 

hundred yards wide. n , ^ ^^ 

The river itself is sluggish, but the wharves and abutments wouia 
collect all tlnuleposits and would cause continued dredging; the chances 
are also that for purposes of commerce the harbor would be injured. 
With regard to the detensibility of this position, some of the members 
of the board are of opinion that there is no serious objection on that 
score, as at the eutrauce of the harbor and along its shores are good 
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sites for forts, and the cbaDiiel could be obstracted by torpedoea, &c., 
in snch a manner as to prevent the entrance of an enemy. By the com- 

l)aratively rapid and cheap method of constructing earthworks manned 
by heavy gnus, it is consi(Uued the place could be made defensible. It 
Avould be of more beuelit, however, to the Government to perfect the 
navy yards it already possesses than to make a hirge outlay on a posi- 
tion of doubtful utility. Taking all things into consideration, the board 
are constrained to rccoinnicnd that the naval station at New London be 
dispensed with and abandoned, and the land, docks, buildings, Sec, be 
turned over to the Li;,dit-IIousc Jioard to l)e used for their pui posc. 

The discussion of the naval station at League Lslaud, i»a., was then 
commenced. During their visit to this place, the board nuide such ex- 
aminations as they thought necessary. L) tin* opinion of the board it 
shouhl be the policy of the (iovernmeiit to maintain one lar^c naval sta- 
tion, cond)ining in itself the advantages and facilities ot all the others. 
League Island was presented to the Governnient by the authorities of 
Philadelphia, who incurred considerable expense in purchasiu;»- the ri<,dits 
of other parties. The site was given with the understamling that a navy- 
yard would be established there, and actiug upon the idea, the Lnited 
States have already expended there the sum $865,600. The time allowed 
the board for the examination and discussion of the several subjects con- 
fided to them was too limited to enable them to make a minute personal 
examination of League Island, which would involve actual surveys, 
measuring depths of soil, and devising plans for the future development 
of a great naval station, but they have availed themselves of the best 
information, which is fortunately very full ami reliable, within their reach. 
The advantages of League Island have been fully dis(ni8sed hereto- 
fore by persons well (jualified to judge, and the opinion of the ma- 
jority has favored the location of a navy-yard at this place. This con- 
sideration has materially influenced the board in coining to its conclu- 
sions, while at the same time they have not n(»gle(;ted suc^h personal ob- 
servations as tiine iind circumstances would permit. Before expressing 
any oi)iiiion with regard to Lea<;ue Island, it will bi^ well to briefly state 
the circumstances under which it came into the possession of the Gov- 
ernment. 

If the board have on this occasion entered more fidly into details in 
reference to this location than they havc^ in refeivnce to other i»avy yards, 
it is becauseof its im jx^itance, the larger cx[)eiiditurcs that will i)e ne- 
cessary in the future in case it is i-etained, and the fact that most of the 
other naval stations are long-established institutions and little argu- 
ment is needed to show their necessity. 

It has long been the opinion of experienced naval ofTicers that the 
country needs bt some point a large establishment i)osse8sing all the re- 
quirements for building and preserving an iron-clad navy, such as will 
be suitable for the future wants of this great nation. With the excep- 
tion of League Island, all our naval stations on the Atlantic coast are de- 
ficient in a fresh-wjiter anchorage, one of the first requisites toward pre- 
serving iron vessels Jaid up in ordinary. They are besides deficient in 
dock yard accommodations, including means for docking ships and con- 
structional resources. Carelul examination was made by order of the 
iS'avy Department of the fresh- water tributaries on our Atlantic coast, 
and in 18()2 the authorities of Tliiladelphia were applied to in reference 
to obtaining a title for League Island. The result was the cession of the 
island and the waters of the back channel to the Utn'ted States Govern- 
ment. It was determined to (commence a nas al establishment there as 
soou as the old Thiladelphia yard could be sold. The latter, although 
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very aseful during tbe late civil war, was an UDSuitable site for naval 
l)iiri)ose8, being too small in area and too near commercial buildings of 
an iutlamumble character. 

At the close of the war the use of League Island became very appa- 
rent. The f H)\ cm niont ])ossosse(l a considerable number of iron-clads 
which required to be Iai(i up in fresh water and secure from floating ice. 
These vessels were, therefore, sent to the new station, and remained 
there, witli little, if any, deterioration, until required for service. Be- 
sides (li(^ back waters at Leaj^ue Island, a sni)plenientary aet of the city 
of Philadelphia gave to tlu* United States Government the means of 
obtainin;L( ownership and soverei^^iity over all the north shore and 
adjacent land, ho far as the Goverumeuti of the United States may 
re()nii'e.'" 

Tlic aullioi it ies of Pliiladc^lphia have behaved in this nmtter with <?rent 
libciality, incni rin^ ('()nsi(U'ral)le expense in (•arryin^? out the wishes of 
the General ( i < jvcrnment : for, alt liou^^h the establishment of a nav^*- 
yard on a ]ar;;t' scale would be, in some respects, very advanta^'eous to 
Pliiladelpliia, yet it would seem that, in a commercial point of view, the 
value of Lea*rn<' Inland to the city is much .i^reater than any naval 
establisliiuent (M)!!^! possibly be. The land all along the river front is 
ra[>i<lly increasing in value, and the loss of League Island will in course 
of time be seriously felt by the eonjmenteof Philadelphia. The rail- 
roads are extending their tracks toward the river, and a great railroad 
is advancing from the foot of Hanover street to Us present tracks north 
of Dock street, a distance of 1§ miles, anli from Dock street south to 
Greenwich Point, 3^ miles. Thfs covers a large portion of the river- 
front, and excludes, at the will of this giant corporation, the increasing 
commerce of the city. With five miles of river-trontage held by a great 
railro ul corporation, League Island becomes still more valuable to the 
( ity for commercial purposes, and shows that Philadelphia could not 
liave been iufluenced by nier(;enary motives in donating League Island 
to the Government, for its wise men must have foreseen the future im- 
portance of this place to commerce. 

J^isenssions have already taken place in the city councils of Philadel- 
phia and in the columns of the press with regard to the retrocession of 
the island to the city, on the jdea of promoting its commercial interests; 
and it is assumed by disiuterested ])arties that the city councils will be 
urged to convoy tin'' Ownershij) of licague Island to the great coiporation 
in (jiiestion. In this event, its t ra(dcs would be extended from Green- 
wich Point to the island, a distance of three and a half miles, and it 
would then control miles of Delaware Iliver. 

In this (;onnecti()n"it mav be pertinent to remark that f^bout May 17, 
1S7G, the (Committee on Naval Affairs of the United States House of 
Keprcsentatives rei)(>rted a bill to abandon League Island yard, and 
this was the cause of Mr. l^andall's introducing the resolution establish- 
ing the present commission to examine into the subject. Specious ar- 
guments were adduced by a portion of the press to favor the proposed 
abandonment, on the ground that it would require a fabulous sum of 
money to reclaim and make the lands tenable— that the place is un- 
healthy and unfit fbr human habitation, and that the Government would 
save by establishing a station at Gloucester, or some other poiut on the 
Jersey shore contiguous to Philade'phia. By tbis arrangement, while 
the city was to enjoy all the advantages of a navy-yard, the interests of 
the Government at League Island were to be sacrificed with no compen- 
sation whatever for the money already spent tluMe according to the ex- 
teusive plans laid out for the future. However, the Goverumeut must 
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alwnys expect to encounter opposition in the establishment of a navy- 
yard, where it niMy conliict witli the interests of trade, for, notwiih- 
standiiig the al)sohite necessity of (dlieient naval stations for the pro- 
tection of coinineree and eomiiicicial cities, the eoniiiiunity are ^^eneially 
ready to sacrifice the interests of the (lovcinincnt to their own particu- 
lar benetit. Tlie scheme to turn Lea<iue Islaud to eoninieicial at.'couut 
and to annex it to the old na\ y-yard, ( Irccn wich l*oint, AVashin<;tou 
street teruiinus, Hanover street ac<iuisili()n, iS:c., is a grand and lucra- 
tive idea, well calculated to awaken the cupidity of speculators, who 
never consider the interests of tlu^ eountiy or i(\nard any rights that 
stand in the way of their investments. Fortunately, the (lovcrument 
Las not expended such an amount at League Island as to entail severe 
loss, in case the site is abandoned ; at the same time the expenditure 
bas been sufficiently large to render it tbe part of wisdom to have the 
question of retention or abandonment definitely settled before another 
dollar is spent on the work. 

No doabt League Island is a very eligible situation for a navy-yard, pos- 
sessing perhaps even greater advantages than the one in Brooklyn, N. 
Y. It is contiguous to a large city, where plenty of skilled labor can 
he procured at will, where stores of all kinds can be obtained at short 
notice. 

The island is within easy reach of the great coal and iron mines of 

Pennsylvania, and while the navy-yard was in course of construction 
access could be had to the great shops along the Delaware for such 
pieces of steam ma(!hinery as the yard could iu)t supply. 

Any anu)unt of pure, fresh water (;ould he conveyed hi pipes from the 
river Schuylkill at a modt^ate outlay ; an inestinud)le advantage to a 
navy-yard. Tlie defensible portion of League Island is well established, 
and no finther outlay in that direct ion is i ('<iuii'ed ; the fortilicat ions on 
the J)elaw;ire are, or VAnild be made, ample for the j)i(>tection of the 
naval station ; no enemy could reach i*hiladelphia if the defenses were 
properly armed and manned. 

Since the introduction of steam-vessels in war tlie policy in establish- 
ing navy -yards has changed, and it is eonsideied wise to pla(;e them as 
far as possible from the sea. These i)laces our own vessels would have 
no difficulty in reaching under steam, wliile an enemy would be harassed 
at every step by guns, obstructions, submarine mines, &c., making bis 
progress hazardous, if not impossible. This is a very strong point in 
the selection of a site for a navy yard, and is one in which several of our 
yards are deficient. 

In 18C2 it became evident that we required one great naval station 
that could build the largest iron-clads and the heaviest machinery, since 
no private esfablishment can be expected to contain within itself all tbe 
necessary appliances for constructing great shi[)s of war. 

It was found that by employing private individuals to build iron-clads 
the expense, was much greater than if the Government had built them. 
Heavy iron beams, shafting, and jdates could only be jirocnred li»m one 
or two parties, and from them in but limited (iuantiti<\s and with great 
delay. Wen^ we at any time to beconn^ involved in war with a great 
naval ])ower, we could hardly defend ourselves, much less assume the 
offensive, for want of means to build and repair ships. The dilHicnlties 
are much greater than they were in 18G5. Then we could only roll out 
at private establishments 3-ineli iron plates. Individuals have no use 
for the various kimls of iron recpiired by the Navy, and there must be an 
mmense outlay on their part iu making the necessary preparation to 
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oxocnte Government work, wliicli, as a matter of course, must be addef} 
to the ex|HMis(» of hiiihliii*;- our iron clnds. 

In a \\i\r like that thi()n;;h wliich we hit('ly ])asse(l a \ory considerable 
portion (»l'an iron ship eonhl ho procured at the ordinary ])rivate estab- 
lislinients; but in a war where we would have to compete with the navies 
of the ;;ieat I'uropean powers, we should be obliqued to build such large 
and expensixc st ructures that the work could only be performed by a 
])r()i)crly-or^snii/.<'(l (lovernment establishment, unless we wish to be 
exposed to ;::reat itiii>osition and to risk having inferior vessels. Bo 
rapidl\ has the science of building heavy iron war-vessels advanced in 
]'jirope, that we have been left far in the rear for want of the means by 
A\ hich other nations have arrived at such pekfectiou iu naval architect- 
ure and ordnance. 

One of the greatest dilVicnlties under which our Kavy has labored is 
the want of a settled policy with regard to navy-yards and the class of 
vessels to be constructed. ' We could evidently establish no practical 
system for building the necessary iron clads for want of means in even 
a single yard for doing the work. Considering all these things, the liberal 
and intelligent plans devised for the improvement of League Island 
must meet with approval from experienced naval officers, even although 
some objectionable features undoubtedly exist iu the location of this site 
for a navy-yard. 

We propose to mention the disadvantages as well as the advantages 
of League Island. The great objections are "its alluvial soil and the 
cost of raising the surface to a proper grade, the depth it will be neces- 
sary to penetrate before reaching a proper louudatiou, and the expense 
of piling on which to erect superstructures." 

J.eagu(» Island is a reclaimed marsh, and only at a depth of from 25 
to r>(; feet can gravel be found to sustain piles, and uo structures can be 
built wit iiout jiiling. 

This latter objection ])artly exists at the I'>oston, lirooklyu, Norfplk, 
and Tensacohi navy-yards, "and no ditliculty has been encountered in 
erecting substantial structures there. 

There is, liowever, a ditference of opinion with regard to the depth of 
the alluvial soil of League Island. 

The re[»ort of an otlicer of the Coast Survey, who is said to have made 
caieful borings in everv i)art of the island, is favorable. He reports 
the surface soil oidv about :\.\ feet deep, with an average depth below 
this of from 25 to 20 feet lino sand and clay all over the island. The 
board have not seen the report alluded to, but rely principally on the 
report of a board of civil engineers, of which Mr. W. S. P. Sanger was 
the president, dated April 26, 1873. 

This document states as follows : 

Tlie boiings show that at the westeiu end of the island the depth from the surfa^ of the 
meadow to hard bottom is 55 feet, and that this depth gradually decreases toward the east - 
01 n 011(1. The original fonndaf ion, which is a hard, firm, and compact frravel, is covered by an 
alhivial deposit varyino- in dej.th from '20 to 5.') feet, and of a consistency which will not ot 
itself alloid good foundations for heavy structures. The iirm bottom is too low to admit of 
excavations for foundations, and it must therefore be reached by piling, and, consequently, 
in the preparation of all foundations piling nui t be resorted to. With this assistance, we en- 
tertain no doubt that firm and substantial foundations, capable ot sustaining any weight 
that may be iinj>osed upon thom, can be obtained. 

This l)o;u(I of eivil enoineers claim to have carefully examined the 
island and pioeured all n'ecessary information before proceeding to eon- 
stniet any public buildings. Thev had tlie proper facdities, and we 
therefore assume that their reimrt is correct. The next objection to 
League Island is the difficulty of building dry-docks, which can only be 
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constructed at great expense ; but this diffiealty is orercome in the plans 
of the civil engineers, who propose a system of floating-docks, combined 
with shallow basins and rail-tracks for raising ships and taking them on 
shore. This i)lan they assume to be the most economical, easiest of con- 
struction, and aftordiug the greatest fiicilities for repairing the largest 
number of vessels ntone time. In this latter respect one or two floiiting- 
docks and shallow basins have great advantages over a stone dock, and 
the floatin<r (locks, if built of iron, would last many years in fiesh water. 

This ]>laii lias one <2:reat a<lvanta^e ; the dilliculty ol" launching long 
iron slii[)s without straining;- tliem is excessive, but by means of a lloat- 
ing-<lock the lon;;est vessel can be lowered into the water without resort- 
in;^" to the dan^uerous process of lauiichin;;'. Anotlici* advanta;^^e over a 
dry-dock is that monitors, not likely to be wanted in time of i)eace, can 
l e ke[)t in a perfect state of preservatioa on shore, ready at ii moment's 
notice to be put atioat. 

ObjectiooA are made to Lea^tie Island on aceount of the Delaware River (reBzlng over in 

"winter, au<l renderinp;' navigation difficult. At the close of seven- winters larg^e bodies of 
ice are dt llec teJ fioin the Jersey sliore, and carried with violence by the strong current on 
Ltaguo Island, endangering vessels in that vicinity. 

Vessels have been lying for several years at the old wharf at Leagne 
Island and, with proper precautions, have received no iojary ; and the 
fact that it is proposed to have basins, inclosed with solid stone walls, 
\vherein ships may lie, partly disposes of this objection. It is true that 
the ice in winter does run very strong, rendering the ascent of the Dela- 
ware somewhat difficult; but, in this age of steam, ships can force their 
way through lar^^e bodies of tloatins: ice, and even when the river freezes 
over the ice boats seldom allow navijifation to be interrupted. This oh- 
JiM'tion of tloatin^^ ic(» ai)plies, althou«zh perhaps in a less degree, to the 
Ivittery, Hoston.and lirooklyn navy-yarcls. 

Objections have been made that tln're are no habitations for mechan- 
ics and laborers nciir the L'Mi^ue Island statioii : that the distance from 
the city is so ^n-eat that workmen would have too far to uo, »\:e. 

Lea<:iie Island is within tlu? corpoiatc limits of Philadelphia, now 
built up to within two miles of the yard, and railroads wdl extend to the 
island from all directions loufj before the |)lace is made suitable for naval 
purposes. Many persons emi)loyed in the machine slioi)s of Philadel- 
phia live at long distances from tiieir places of work, hi^h rents driving 
operatives even beyond the suburbs. The workmen employed in the 
old Philadelphia navy yard, many of them, nsed the cars to get to and 
from their residences. If League Island is retained as a naval station, 
the bailding of small tenements for workmen will soon take place. 
Objections have l>een made that League Island is, and, always will bo, 
unhealthy, as it is nearly surrounded by marshes, which at low-water 
are exposed to the sun, but the records of health do not sustain these 
objections as regards the vicinity of the island ; and, when the latter is 
tilled in or drained there is noreasontosnppose that it will not be equally 
salubrious with the adjacent shores. The greatest of all objections to 
Lea;[iue Jslaiul is the expense that must necessarily be incurred tojjrade 
the surface and carry out the plans of the civil engineers. It must be 
remembered that these ])lans provide fully for the future wants of the 
country and ])lace it in a condition to meet any emer^^ency of war. 

A ^reat defect in lay in out our other navy-> ards has i)een that little 
consideration was given to the future re(]uirements of the Navy, and 
the yards have accordingly been built up just as circumstances at the 
niouieut might suggest. Owing to the great defects iu the arninge- 
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merits of the several stations it has become absolutely necessary for the 
United States to establisb, near a great city, a naval station that will 
meet the demands of an iron-bnilt navy. Several locations on the New 
Jersey side of the river inijjjht have been selected without the objection 
of their having to be filled in, but this would be the only advantage 
over the present site, and the fact that the latter is on an island is a 
very desirable feature, as it gives a large water front to a given area of 
surface; prevents robbery of (ioverninent ])roi)erty, or destruction by 
fire; affords access to a great city by rail; is easily supplied with 
fresli w aler, *S:c. Any location would rcfjuire a good deal of grad- 
ing, and this can be readily effected at League Island by dredging the 
hiu'k channel, an<l j)lacing' the mud taken from it upon the island, 
using also the earth taken from the channels and basins which it may 
be necessary from time to time to construct. 

It is not' intended that the work on this island shall be done in a 
linrrv— it will be the labor of years— and it is proposed that a certain 
amoimt shall be annually expended until the whole is complete. 

In this way a perfect naval dock-yard will be built up capable of con- 
structing irdn shii)s of war and steam-machinery without assistance 
from outside workshops. In case we should l.ecome involved in war 
before the completion of the yard, we could obtain the aid of the great 
workshops of Philadelphia to build and repair steam -machinery. 

The objection to the cost of grading League Island might be applied 
to any oilier site. The grading would cost quite as much if the island 
were solid rock, for boring and blasting are more expensive than fill- 
ing in. 

The board have examined the i)lans of the civil engineers for the im- 
provement of League Island, and find them made on a scale which, 
while it might deter some of our legislators from voting the necessary 
money to carry on the work, shows that tliey have a proper apprecia- 
tion of the future necessities of the country. 

The board would take this occasion to say that, in view of the report 
that certain i)arties are working for the retrocession of League Island 
to Philadelphia, this matter should be forever settled before incurring 
further expense. About :^r» acres have already been raised to a height 
of say four feet above water, and the foundation for several buildings 
coinn'ienced according to the idans i)r()posed, but there are no facilities 
for building or repairing vessels or steam machinery, and it would be a 
waste of moiu*y to trv and repair vessels there until the plans are more 
fully carried ou't. Tlie present navy-yards are quite capable of repair- 
ing the small number of vessels employed in service. 

The board are compelled to admit that if all the plans are carried out, 
there will, in the course of years, be a much larger amount of money ex- 
pended at League Island than at any other navy -yard, but the Govern- 
ment will possess in return for its outlay what it has not at present— 
a first-class naval station equal to any dock-yard in Europe. 

Accordingtothereportof the board of civil engineers, the Government 
territory at League Island consists of area within dikes, 410 acres; area 
between banks of back channel, 306 acres; area between back channel 
and Government avenue, 37 acres; area outside dikes to w harf line, 170 
acres ; making, in the aggregate, about 922 acres. The surface of this 
land between the dikes" is about 3.; feet below high-water mark, and, 
but for dikes, would be overflowed "at ordinary high tide." 

Surveys show that opposite the western end of the island, and for 
two-thirds of its length, there is ample depth of water for naval pur- 
poses, though at a considerable distance from the present shore-line. 
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It is proposed to bnild quay- walls all alon;:^ tins sboal water during a 
course of years, and to remove the niad from the inside and make wet- 
basins. Whether this will prevent accamulation oatside the q nay- walls, 
the board are not prepared to say, nor are they prepared to indorse the 
plan, but it is a question to be well considered by the most skillfiil en- 
gineers. The expense attending this great nndertakiug eau be esti- 
mated within a few thousand dollars, and it is advisiible that proper 
estimates be made without delay. For further information on this sub- 
ject, we beg leave to refer to the above luentioned re|>ort of the board 
of civil eiigineers, which seems full and intelligent, and on the whole 
favorable to a continuance of the work at Leajiue Island. 

To enable the Xavv Department to brinir f^eague Island np to tlie 
capacity ot* tlie late Pliihub^lpliia nuvy yard, there was required in 1873 
au immediate outlay, as lollows :

AU these sumsshonld be approjiriated as soon as possible, for tbe de- 
gree of economy with which public works can be constructed greatly 
depends on the certainty with which tbe means are supplied. Our navy- 
yards have cost considerably more than would have been the cas(' had 
the ])r()gress of the work not l)cen interrupted, ])a!ticularly at the 
coniiiiencenient of operations, where foundations are left exposed to the 
action of the water and weather.

also report of the board of ollicMMs of the Navy. Army, and Coast Sur- 
vey, of which liear-Admiral Davis was president, a copy of which is 
annexed to these proceedings. 

These documents embrace about all that can be said in favor of League 
Island, and the board could offer no better reasons or adduce any addi- 
tional arguments on the subject ; they therefore recommend that League 
Island be not abandoned or dispensed with. 

The board believe that a retrocession of the island to Philadelphia 
will be attempted, owing to the great commercial advantages of the 
place ; but as this matter rests entirely in the hands of the Government, 
which can at any moment put a stop to such a movement, by assei ting 
That the interests of the nation are paramount to all other considera- 
tiiins, the board see no reason for modifying their recomiuendaiion. 

The subject of the Washin<ijton navy-yard was then taken up, and, 
after consideration, the board adjourned. 



Wasuington, D. C, October 31, 1870. 

The board met at 1 p. m. All the members present. 

The consideration otthe navy-yard at Washington was resumed, and 
the board unanimously agreed tliat the said navy-yard ought not to be 
dispensed with or abandoned. 
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The Washington yard constitutes one of tlie main defenses of the 
national capital, and in tbe event of a war its absence wonld be severely 
felt. Daring our ^veral experiences this navy yard proved of ^rreat 
value, not only as a national defense, but in supplying our vessels of 
war with ordnance material. 

The station was established at great expense, the buildings and quay- 
walls alone having cost the (lovernment $4,11*2, lOIJ. It has within its 
limits a large amount of the best niaehinery of all kinds, and the largest 
marine engines have been constructed here. Here are made the largo 
anchors and chains for the Navy, galleys for ships of war, iron gnn car- 
riages, boat-howitzers, and castings of all desc-riptions in iron and bronze. 

At Washington we have the only coijper-rolling machinery, and it 
supplies the laigest jiortion of the copi)er bolts and sheathing used in 
the Xavy. In short, the yard contains all that is necessary to equip iron 
vessels of war. 

Tlie loss of this navv vard would bo a serious matter. Being directly 
under the eye of the Navy Department, it has always been considered the 
most ecoiioliiical an<l best (Muidiicted yard in the country. The diti'erent 
bureaus of the Navy Depar tment have derived great advantages from 
the location a naval station at the seat o^' (iovernmeut, as it enables 
them to carry on experiuients umler their own immediate supervision,^ 
and to i)ers(mallv inspect material before it leaves the yard. In case of 
a war between tiie United States and a naval power, one of the first 
objects of tbe enemy would be to reach our capital, and history reminds 
us that a small force of foreign ships of war once ascended the Potomac 
to Alexandria, co operating with the army that destroyed the public 
buildings at Washington. 

Tbe Washington yard offers safe anchorage for a number of iron clads 
of the monitor class, and in case of war would be the only place south 
of Philadelphia to which they could resort to lie up in fresh water. Jn 
many respects it is a most important naval position. Jt bars the way 
to the capital by the iron-clads that would here assemble in event of 
hostilities. The Potomac could be well defended by iron dads, torts, 
and torpetloes, and the naval forces could be supplied with coal, pro- 
visions, and stores by inland routes. Iron clads could suddenly attack 
enemy's vessels ascending Chesapeake P>ay, and in case of necessity re- 
treat'safely to the Potouiac. Our aims as a nation should be first to 
protect ourselves; therefore we should wisely maintain the most effective 
naval positions, one of the best of which is the Washington yard, which 
bhould be used exclusivelv for manufacturing i)urposes. 

As matters now stand, "there would be no dilhculty in assembling our 
entire fgrce of iron clads near the navy-yard in case the capital is threat- 
ened. 

The Potomac River rarely freezes over completely. It is believed that 
the winter clinmte is gradually growing milder, and that even in the 
severest weather the steamboats on the river could keep the navigation 
open. 

The expense of maintaining the Washington navy-yard for the gen- 
eral wants of our small Navy is moderate in time of peace, and the work 
performed here could not be done elsewhere at so reasonable a cost, 
especially by private parties. • ^ n i 

Late experience has shown that we need every particle of machinery 
in our navy.yards, for it was frequentlv kept running night and day. 
We could not well dispense with any of the valuable machinery ot the 
Washington yard. To remove a portion of it would make the system 
incomplete, for it has required the labor of years to bring it to its pres- 
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ent perfection, together with a persistent api>lieation to Congress, which 
body can hardly be expected to api)re(Mate the mnltitndiiious require- 
ments of an efficient naval station. It would be tar better to retain all 
the machinery ot this yard w here it is than to run the risk of reniovin'r 
any i)ortion of it. If similar machinery is needed elsewhere, it would, 
be better to >np{)ly the deticiency by j)ur('hase. 

The board are wholly uiialile to see any ^ood r(\ason for abandoninir 
or dispensing; with tlie Washin^aon yard, but, on the contraiy, are of 
oi)inion that it would be athanta^^'ous lo the (loyernnirnt to enlarg** it. 
It has always been yaluable, has saved the capital oner, und may (h) so 
again. Even if it were no Ioniser required, the yard c(.)uld not l)e dis- 
])osed of to advautaf^e. and it <;iyen u}> its loss would soou be felt by the 
Goverufuent, and in tact it couhl not l)e remedied. 

In reference to the Norfolk, Va., navy yard, it may be said that its 
site is the best of any of the naval stations. It was selected many years 
afto by very practical officers, who appear to have fully realized all its 
advantages, among which are its inaccessibility to an enemy. Notwith- 
standing the introduction of steam vessels of war, and the increase in 
size and range of modern ordnance, Norfolk yard maintains this advan- 
tage to as great a degree as when originally located. 

This navy yard is superior in some respects to that at Brooklyn, N. 
Y. ; one of these is its mild climate, which enables workmen to labor in 
the open air throughout the > rar. 

Norfolk and Portsmouth, \'a., contain a sufficient number of mechan- 
ics to supply all demands of the yard, and, so far, no difficulty has been 
experienced in obtaining workmen. This must always be an important 
consideration in locatin;,^ a navy -yard, for if placed far from large towns 
they are of comparative little beneht to the (iovernment. 

X<»rtolk yard was ]»artially deslroyiMl, and has never been fully re- 
stored to its former condition, althou^di it is even now comjietent to j)er- 
fonn a lar*,^' amount ot work. TIk^ a(lvanta;4es ot Norfolk aie such that 
this yard will ultimately become one of our most important naval sta- 
tions, and, unlike the northern yards, its area can be increased to meet 
all the deuumds of the (Government that niay arise. 

It has been the oi)inion of several boards of olli(;ers, and of the suc- 
cessive coraujandants of tliis yard, that important additions of territory 
should be made while a favorable opportunity exists, and before the laud 
advances in value, as it nuist do in the (course of time. 

The board therefore recommend that there be purchased all the water- 
front on both sides of Elizabeth Biver, ineluding Gosport bridge, also 
west through North Creek to its head ; thence through Back Creek by 
Elizabeth River to the southern line of the navy yartl. By this addi- 
tion of territory the navy yard would form an island of about three hun- 
dred acres, an area none to large for naval purposes. 

The Koi Iblk yard is a strong defensive position, and may be said to 
command Chesapeake Bay and the approaches to Baltimore and Wash- 
ington. The approach to the yard is protected by the great forts at 
Hampton Koads and by Craney Island, a strong position if properly 
lortitied, w hich could be done in a short time, by mounting heavy guns 
protected by earth -works. 

The navy-yard is very deficient in many essential particulars, for in- 
stance in its want of facilities for dockin^i; shii)S. New York with its great 
commerce requires and provides a number of docks of various kinds on 
which our Navy could depend in time war, but this advanta<^e does not 
exist in Norfolk, where the Government will have to ])rovide docks of 
its own. /Ihe board therefore recommend that one tloatiug dock he pro- 
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vlded for Norfolk, with rail-tracks to land vessels on the shore, as pro- 
posed at League Island. There should also be built another stone dock, 
longer than the present one. There cannot be too many docks in a navy- 
yard, and we have therefore felt our deficiency in this respect very 
much. 

There is also required a quay- wall of gra-nite, corrugated-iron ship- 
houses, launching-ways, quarters for officers— indeed many things are 
indisi)en8able to itmke this a first class yard. Norfolk niust always be, 
as it lias always been,, the rendezvous for our vessels coinin^,^ from the 
Wt'st Indies for repairs and sanitary purposes. TIk^ estimated amount 
for the necessary struetures to make tins yard eflicicMit for the present 
is about $250,000, which, considering the usefulness of the place, is a 

verv moderate sum. 

Tlie i)lace called Saint Helena, oi)i)()site the yard has had little done 
to it since it came into our possession. The improvement of this piece 
of ;^r()un(l ou-lit to bccarried on rapidly, according- to some well con- 
sidered phin, wliich should include tillin<( the marsli to tlie level of the 
uphuid, and hiiihiin*;- a (luay-wall of granite, as well as an interior wall, 
8e])arati>i<i (lovernment Irom })rivate ])r()[)erty. 

In lact, this valnaljle naval site recpiires the fostering care of the Gov- 
ernment to make it the most important naval dock-yard of the United 

States. , J. J 

The matter of the navy-yard at Pensacola, Fla., was then discussed. 
.Since the introduction of iron-clad vessels and long-range ordnance, 
it has l)een objected to this navy-yard that it is within reach of ^n ene- 
my's guns. It is also urged that Pensacola is unhealthy and subject to 
the ravages of yellow fever. These objections undoubtedly exist in a 
measure, but in the case of sickness it has been found that strict quar- 
antine will prevent the intnuittction of disease. Yellow fever is gener- 
ally brought in merchant-vessels, and does not always arise from local 
causes. It is true that the yard is within reach of an enemy's shot, but 
there are positions where strong earth- works could be thrown up, which, 
mounted with heavy guns, would remedy this defect. The harbor of 
Pensacola is superior to any other on our southern coast, excei)t 1 ort 
Ptoval, and could afford anchorage and protection to any number of ves- 
sels, and is the best site that could be selected for a navy -yard m the 
Gulf. . . 

In 1862 Pensacola yard was destroyed, nothing of value remaining,

Even in its present condition, it serves a most useful purpose for m- 
ting out vessels putting in there from the Gulf of Mexico, and it proved 
of good value during the Mexican war. 

As regards invulnerability, if we have a superior naval force we can 
always defend it against a maritime enemy. 

Its liability to yellow fever is no greater, probably not so great, as 
that of other ports on the southern coast. u * 

To dispose of the yard would be to throw it away, for no one but tne 
Government could possibly want it. ' -, i, 

The board therefore recommend that the Pensacola navy-yard should 
not be abandoned or dispensed with, but that it be restored to its tor- 
mer condition, with the addition of an hron floating-dock to suit the 
basin at present existing. , , , ^ 

One great advantage (rf tbia navy-yard is, that in case we should re-

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quire to lay up a fleet of monitors in the Gulf, by means of a floating, 
dock aud the present basin, the vessels could be hauled out of water 
and kept in a complete state of preservation, and at short notice could 

be lanncluHl ready for service. 

The subject of the navy-yard at Mare Island, California, was taken 
up, and, after discussion, it was unanimously resolved by the board that 
the yard sin aid not be dispensed with or abandoned. 

Mare Island navy yard is destined in tl»e future to become e()ual in 
lm])ortance to the stations at New York and Norfolk. It is the only 
navy-yard we are likely to have for many years {o come on the Pacilic 
coast, and we must necessarifv nse it to tit out aud repair the vessels of 
the north and south Pacific;, and the Asiatic scpiadrons. 

This navy yard is bein<;- built upon an excellent i)lan, and with the 
Xuoposcd additions from vear to year, and a wise lil)erality on the part 
of Coufiiess, it will meet the re(|uirernents of tin* service. Our (com- 
merce m the l*acilic is gradually extending- by means of steam-liues 
from California to Ore^jon, \Vashin<iton Territory, Alaska, Australia, 
the East Indies, Pacitic Islands, and South America. 

A large portion of the China trade that formerly passed around Cape 
Horn now reaches us via San ITrancisco. 

In time of war, thecouioierceof the Pacific woald require protection, and 
we could only maintain an efiective force of st^am vessels of war by 
having a large naval station at the present site, fitted with all the neces- 
mrj appliances. Without such a statioi^ our naval vessels in the 
Pacific would soon become inefficient for want of means to keep them 
in repair. 

In the days of sailing-vesselc, it was possible to maintain ships of 
war in the Pacific, though at great inconvenience, without the aid of a 
navy-yard, but the iu trod notion of steam has rendered it indispensable, 
that \\ e slK)uld have the same facilities in that quarter for equipping and 
rejKiirinf;' ships and machinery that we possess on the* Atlantic coast. 

To statesmen who a[)preciat(^ the necessity of every means for '])ro- 
tectin<;' commerce, no argument is necessary to show the value of the 
Mare Island navy-yard, and the importance of rajudly imt)roving it, so 
as to bring it to an equality with the yard at Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The many advantages of Maie Island as a naval station have been 
fully set forth in the sev^eral reports of oflicial l)oards wlii(;h have from 
time to time been appointed to consider the subject, Init the yard needs 
the fostering care of the GovernnuMit to bi ing it to its proi>er standard. 

The board would therefore recommend that a judicious lil)erality be 
extended by Congress and the Navy Department toward this yard, so 
that in case of difficulties with a foreign power it would meet the de- 
mands of the Navy in the Pacific. 

The board find that in addition to the naval stations the Govern- 
ment owns the following naval property : 

Three and a half acres at Basket's Harbor, New York. On this is 
erected the frame of the New Orleans line-of-battle ship, put up dur- 
ing the last war with Bngli^nd. The frame was put together in thirty 
days, was housed over, has stood in the same condition ever since, and 
will not likely be of any use. The expense to the Government iu look- 
ing after this place is about $900 per annam, and so far it ha^^cost the 
Government $40,051.73 for site and improvements. 

Taking into consideration the fact that this place may be useful to 
the (iovernment at a fnture day, and that the cost of keepin.«,Mt is a 
mere trifle, tlie board recommend that it be retained until the (iovcru- 
meut can dispose of the ship aud land to advantage. 
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The Govornmeut owns a piece of land on the Mississippi Eiver, op- 
posite New Orleans, said to contain about twenty acres. It has been 
used for a coal-depot and for laying up iron clads. 

This property can be of little use to the Government, and the board 
recommend that it be sold. It cost $16,000. 

There is also a piece of property at Key West, including a wharf for 
coaling, owned by the United States. It has cost the Government 
$53,000 for improvements. 

This depot serves a very useful purpose for our naval vessels resort- 
ing to Key West, and the board therefore recommend that it be re- 

tained. . , i . 

The board also recommend that 819,000 be appropriated to bo im- 
mediately available for repairs to store-houses, and much-needed re- 
pairs to coal-wharf.

Washinoton, D. (J., November 1, 1876. 
The l)();n <l im-i at 2 i). m., all the members present, and after a brief 

session a(lji>urued. 



The board embarked at Washington on the 2l>d November, 187G, in 
the United States steamer Tallapoosa, and proceeded south to ascer- 
tain by personal observation what positions could be selected tor a 
naval stjition on the coast of South Carolina or Georgia. 

The Tallapoosa stopped first at Port Royal, S. O. This harbor is 
well known to naval otVK'crs, and its value as a naval station has been 
apt)reciated since 1801, when it was first occupied by our naval forces, 
and it was lound to be the onlv harbor between Norfolk and Key West 
that would afibrd shelter to our ]ar<rest ships of war, and where a naval 
station possessin<; most of the recpiirements could be established for 
refitting and repleiiishin*? our s(piadrons. 

Port lloval is very easy of access; Its clianuel, leading into the hai> 
bor or bay*, oilers siiflicneiit deptii of water for our largest vessels, antf 
the bay and its tributaries could atlord anchorage for the largest navy. 

Soon after the occupation of Port Koyal by Rear-Admiral Dupont its 
imiK)rtanc(^ was recognized, and depots for coal and provisions and tem- 
porary machine shops were established for the use of our naval torces, 
and Port Royal was continued as a naval-station until 1865, when it was 
broken up, our small Navy not requiring more navy-yards than those 
recommended by the board to be kept in commission. 

Without doubt there are some excellent locations for a naval station 
to be found either in Port Royal Bay or Beaufort River, on Broad Riverj 
or on Colleton or Chechess ie Rivers, but the limited time ot the board did 
not permit them to make nnuute surveys. They availed themselves ot 
information furnished by the naval otiicers stationed at 1 ort Koyal, 
secured the services of the best local pilots, and proceeded in the steamer 
np the several tributaries ad far as their judgment deemed necessary. 

In selecting a site for a navy-yard or station there are mauy impor- 
tant matters to be taken into consideration : , , 

First. A minute and correct hydrograi)hical survey should be made, 
for although the charts are no doubt correct and serve perfectly well tor 
uavigating the streams and rivers, yet they are not sutticiently minute 
in all cases for the i)urpose of locating a navy-yard. 
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Second. The groand should be examined and sarveyed by an expe- 
rienced civil engineer to ascertain whether the place contains within 
itself all the necessary requirements, for a navy-yard, places for Tessels 
to lie close to the land, depth and length of water for them to lie and 
swing in, good locations for dry-docks and wet-basins, good foundations 
for public buildings, or ground that could be successftiUy piled, streams 
of water that could be utilized for navy-yard purposes ; or, if there are 
no streams, whether wells or reservoirs could be dug and asufiQcieiicy of 
fresh water procured ; what difficulties exist in regard to building 
wharves and quay-walls, and if such structures would tend to fill in 
the channel leading to the yard. 

There are a Dumber of minor coDsiderations which have to be care- 
fully looked into before determinifi"' on any site for a navy-yard. In 
fact, tliere should be a board ('oiisistiii^' of line otticors, a civil enjjineer, 
a chief of steam-engineering, a naval constructor, and a medical officer, 
with such experts as may be required to decide Hually ou the eligibility 
of any position. 

The board have not the recpiisitc inlormation for deciding upon any 
site that might suit in the future, therefore couhl recommend none in 
particular. While considering the sul)je(;t, it is just as well to uieutiou 
the disadvantages which exist in relation to Port Royal. 

First. There is the absence of a great commercial city, wliich always 
affords any uumber of com])etent mechanics of all kinds for the uses of 
a navy -yard. Difficulties would occur iu procuring mechanics at short 
notice, as only a small number of such men, and those certain of i)er- 
manent employment, would locate near a navy -yard iu that quarter. It 
is true that Charleston and Savannah, to the north and south of Port 
Boyal, might supi)ly a limited number of workmen, who could be 
speedily conveyed by rail or inland-water communication. 

Second. The Government would be obliged to depend entii^ly on 
its own resources, and to build permanent and floating docks, which are 
only to be found in numbers in New York, Boston, and Philadelphia, 
and a navy -yard here would experience all the inconveniences insepara- 
ble from the absence of a large city where almost anything can be pro- 
cured at a moment's notice. A naval station can, however, be made 
somewhat indepeudeut of a large city in respect to stores by keeping 
a sup[)ly on hand. 

There is a railroad from the north and south running within a short 
distance of several goo<l localities, w hich nnght be ('ontinued to the 
navy-yard itself, should the latter be established at Port Royal. 

Having mentioned the princi[)id advantages and disadvantages of 
Port Koyal for a naval station, the board beg leave to give as a reason 
for not at j>m*e/i^ establisliing a navy-yard at this place, whatever may 
be done in the future, that we have now a suflicient nuujber of yards 
for the small naval force it seems to be the policy of the Govern iuent to 
keep up, which yards are very defective in som(^ of the (\ssentials nec- 
essary to make them fully efficient. Before i)roceeding to increase the 
number of unfinished stations, it would be better to complete those we 
already have. At the same time we think it wise to use Port Royal as 
a harbor of refuge and a temporary refitting place for our West India 
and Home Squadrons, where the ships can resort during the sickly sea- 
son of the West Indies, and where they would find among the islands a 
salubrious clinjate. 

There is a large interval between Norfolk and Pensacola of 1,440 
miles, while the longest distance between any two northern navy -yards, 
Brooklyn and Norfolk, is not more than 260 miles. Port Boyal is about 
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480 miles from Norfolk, 960 from P^sacola, and 450 from Key West* 
It would appear from this that tlie defenses of the soathern coast had 
been somewhat negleoted. 

As regards eommanication with the West Indies, Port Eoyal is 480 
miles nearer to the Bahama Islands than Pensaeda, and the distance of 
the two places from Havana is about the same. As a point to com- 
mnnicate with the Windward Islands, Port Royal has the advantage, 
while Pensacola seems to be a necessity for the protection of our inter- 
ests in the Gulf of Mexico. Port lloyal must in the future become a 
most important station on oar South Atlantic coast. The board are of 
opinion that accurate surveys should be made of the sites which seem 
to offer the greatest advantages by a board of compteiit officers, as 
above mentioned, that the Government may use the position selected 
in case of a suddeu emergency. 

lu selecting a site for an avy-yard, the policy of the Government shoukl 
be to occupy a position beyond the reach of the enemy's longest-range 
guns, and to liave the ajqlroaehes defended by fortilieations which the 
enemy would not attempt to pass. This being acknowledged, a navy- 
yard at Port Ivoyal should be estai)lislied as far from the sea as prudence 
Would dictate, and betore any structures were commenced the harbor 
should he (h tended by an inlpassable chain of forts, otherwise a navy- 
yard tiierc would be useless to us in time of war, as it would be liable 
to seizure by an enemy of sujjerior naval force. 

At present there is iiot a gun mounted on shore or any apparent pros- 
pect of fortiti(;alions being built. This circumstance should prevent 
any immediate action toward lo(;ating any permanent naval establish- 
ment, if no other reasons existed. 

After a satisfactory examination of Port Royal Bay and its tributa- 
ries, .the board proceeded, in the Tallapoosa, through Callibogue Sound 
to the outer roads of Sa van nah^ where the vessel laid some time aground. 
It was quite evident, from a general observation and consnltation of 
charts, that neither Gockspnr nor Tybee Islands offer any of the require- 
ments of a naval station. The first requisite is depth of water at all 
times by which our heaviest-draught vessels can enter when requiring 
immediate repairs or provisions, or to escape from an enemy of supe- 
rior force. Vessels of war drawing over 16 feet of water cannot pass 
the buoy bearing northwest from Tybee light at low- water, and our 
heaviest draught vessels could not be taken as far as the light- vessel on 
Tybee knoll at the highest tides. 

No other reasons need be pven for making an adverse report with 
regard to establishing a naval station at either Cockspur or Tybee 
Island, for the objections stated are paramount. The board, therefore, 
are of opinion that for naval purposes both the above-mentioned places 
are not to be considered. 

Having satistied themselves that there were insurmountable objec- 
tions to (Cockspur and Tybee Islands as naval stations, the board pro- 
ceeded to Brunswick, Ga.*, where the Government owns a piece of ground 
. containing 1,100 acres, on Blythe Island, for which they paid some years 
ago $1:50,000. The entrance through the channel into Brunswick Har- 
bor for vessels drawing 10 feet of water is not ditlicult, and anyone 
having ordinary knowledge ot charts can enter by the aid of the buoys, 
Without a pilot. This, however, can oidy be done at high water, the 
channel at low tide atibrding but 15 feet, and upon several lumps in the 
Mr-way but 13 feet. The mean rise and fall of tides is 6 feet 8 inches, 
which would give but a depth of 19 feet 6 inches of water in the best 
channel, say 21 feet at the best Udes. This at once renders Brunswick

Harbor ineligible as a naval station, for oar largest vessels could not 
enter there at all, and the smaller ones wonld find a difficulty in enter* 
ing at low water or when there was a heavy sea running. After enter- 
ing the harbor the water deepens to 5 or 6 fathoms, and so continues 
up to Blythe Island, through a very narrow channel. The least water 
shown by a (Joast-Survey chart is fathoms at low water. 

The Government owns the southern end of Blythe Island, which is, 
without doubt, the worst part of it, being a large tract of marsh, while 
access to the fast- land is debarred by a innd-flat, extending? al)ont 300 
feet into the river, and on which the Tallapoosa grounded, the lead 
showing at the bow only G feet water. There was evidently about 3 
feet of mud, as the vessel drew 1) feet forward. 

Even if a vessel of moderate dran«;lit of water could ,u('t over the bar, 
she w^ould have dilliciilty in asceiidinjji' the ri\'er, owin*;- to shoal spots 
off the lower end of Blythe Island, where the channel is very narrow. 
Nature came very near making- this a ^ood situation tor a navy-yard, 
but failed, which is to be regretted, as the ])la<'e is capable ut being well 
fortified, one of the greatest recphsites in establisliing a yard. 

The board have to recommend that the i)ublic proj>erty at lii nnswick, 
Ga., be abandoned and dispensed with, to be sold on the best ternis that 
can be made for it. 

Having nothing further to examine Sonth, the board returned in the 
Tallapoosa to Port lioyal, and having no further use tor the vessel, 
although they could not have [)erformed the duty assigned them without 
her, they returned, by rail, to Washington, D. C.

Report of the board of officers appointed to consider the propriety of accepting League Island^ 

4rc,ffor naval purposes. 

Was»iingt()N, Will April, 1867. 

Sir: The board appointed by the President of the United States, under authority of an act 
of Congress approved February 18, 1867, to consider the propriety of accepting heeufne 
Island and adjacent property and rights from the city of Philadelphia for DftVftl purposes, hus 
the honor to submit the followiTig: report: 

The board has read with scrupulous attention the several reports and opinions on the sub- 
ject of League Island and its suit^ibieness for naval purposes, proceeding from commissions 

/ 
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of inquiry or from other official authorities ; it has given a respectful and careful deliberation 

to tlio most prominent of tlio coiitroverHial pamphlets written on this subject ; it has made a 
coinpk'tc stndy ol" the original maps and plans of League Island and the adjacent property, 
auioni; u hich are included the early original United States topographical sheets of the United 
States Coast Survo v; it has investigated the hydrographical features of the surrounding chan- 
uelsaiul basins ; it has ontenM] into a thoroufrh personal examination of League Island, of the 
opposite shore of tlni l)ack channel, and of the channels themselves at different periods of the 
tide ; it has bestowed its careful cunsideratiuu upon the relation of all the various points and 
details involved to the present and future wants and purposes of the Navy of the United States, 
and especially their relation to the supplies of material, labor, and the sources of manufaetur- 
inpf power ; and feelinpassured that these deliberations, examinations, and studies added to the 
knowledge and experience already possessed by its members, oualify it to form an opinion 
on the subject of League Island, in respect to its geological ana topographical conditions, ki 
respect to defense, in respect to the practical business and wnnts of navy-yards, docks, and 
(lock-yards for vt ssels of wood and iron, and in respect to its adaptation for all naval purposes 
whatever, this board does not hesitate to recommend, with entire unanimity, that League 
Island, the adjacent marshes and back channel, together with so much of the opposite shore 
of the back channel from League Island shore as Is hereafter described, be accepted from 
the city of Philadelphia, and be held for naval purposes by the Government of the United 
►States. So much ot the <»pposite shore of the back channel as, in the opinion of the board, is 
amnle to i-nable the Governnient to have the sole and exclusive use of said back channel, and 
both shores thereof, is shown by the polygon in red ink on the plan accompanying this re- 
port, and is described in words as follows : 

From a point on the west sidenf Broad street, three hundreil feet north of its intersection 
with the dike, the northern boundary runs east to the west side of Eighth, south two hun- 
dred and seventy feet ; thence east to the west side of Third street, along the west side of 
Third street, south four hundred and twenty feet ; thence east one thousand nine hundred 
and eipfhty feet: thence south to the low-water line of the Delaware River, maintaining^ at 
Lighth and Third streets the same distance from the island as at Broad street, but conform- 
ing to the rectangular plan of the city, and including the northern entrance to the back 
channel Again, from Broad street westerly, preserving the same average distance from the 
dike, the line runs from the point on Broad street south, eighty degrees west, one thou- 
sand seven hundred and ten feet ; thence south, sixty-six degrees west, three thousand three 
hundred and sixty leet ; thouce south forty-three degrees west, to the low- water line of the 
.Schuylkill River. 

The area included between the polygon thus descri]>ed and the low-water line on the north 
side ol the back cliatniel, is approximately two hun Ired and thirty-nine acres, of which 
seventy-nine acres are improved laud inside of a dike, and the remainder, fiats uncovered 
at low water.
